Even though they filled declara¬ 
tions of estimated tax in Sep¬ 
tember or December, the follow¬ 
ing persons in general must file 
income tax returns on or before 
March 15: 

1. Every single person whose 
gross income in 1943 was $500 
or more. 

2. Every individual married 
person whose gross income was 
more than $624. 

3. Every married couple whose 
combined gross income was $1, 
200 or more. 

4. Every person who paid or 
owed a fix on 1942 income. 

Excepted from filing on March 
15 are servicemen and others 
outside the country, and wives 
of servicemen outside the coun¬ 
try if the wife’s own income is 
less than $1,200. 

The Bureau of Intern il Rev¬ 
el ue advises all persons to file 
their returns early to determine 
how they stand. Many people 
will be about even with the gov 
ernhent, a number of people will 
find they have a sizeab'e pay¬ 
ment to make, and still others j 
will find that the government 
owes them money.

General B. W. Simpson, 
commanding officer it Camp 
Santa Anita announced officially 
yesterday that part of Camp 
Santa Anita will be transformed 
into a prisoner of war camp for 
Nazi prisoners. It was disclosed 
by the War Department in Wash 
Ing ton at the same time that 
possibly 2,000 Naztis will be 
housed at the former race track 
but this will constitute a small 
fraction of the tot il population of 
the camp. 

The plsroners nre expected to 
arrive this summer and $vlll work 
repairing nan.combat administra¬ 
tive automobiles and engage in 
the reclaimatlon of clothing. The 
.Germans will work under Army 
conditions as prescribed by the 
Genova conference. The prison 
camp will be a complete unit in 
Itself, with its own mess hall, 
canteen, library, and other facili¬ 
ties.

The recent discovery of black market gasoine 
operations that found one man in possession of 
bogus coupons for over three million galena of 
gasoline gives the average citizen something to 
think about. 

For months we have been told that our gaso¬ 
line rations might have to be cut further because 
there is not enough to meet increased military 
needs and civilian requirements as well. No loyal 
American minds cutting down on his automobile 
travel to help the war effort. But every law- 
. abiding citizen has a right to boil when he must 
^eave his car in the garage because black market 
Phperators have absorbed a large part of the 
available gas. 

The ones hardest hit by these illegal ac'ivities 
are the “A" card holders who represent the bulk 
of California’s 2,500.000 car owners. 

The absorption of gasoline through the black 
market not olny deprives each citizen of Irs fair 
share, out it also represents a loss of fuel that 
might otherwise be used for our machines of war, 
or for the commercial trucks that not only haul 
great quantities of supplies for the Army, but 
transport food from farms and dairies to the 
markets. 

Black market operacors and their customers are 
saboteurs of the war effort. Every law-abiding 
citizen should make it his duty to report illegal 
activities that come to his attention.
